(P)—The Russians have destroyed 
60 more big Axis transport planes 
in the Stalingrad area, making .a 
total of 133 in four days, and the 
Red army has “occupied heights 
considerable tactiical impor. 
tance” in the area of Velikie Luki 
on the frozen central front, the 
Soviets announced early today. 


The midnight communique said 
the Russians destroyed 36 Nazi 
tanks and killed more than 1,000 
Germans during yesterday’s op- 
erations which were marked with 
repeated German counterattacks 
on both fronts and Russian con- 
solidation of positions wrested 
the enemy. 

Aside from the “violent engage- 
ments” near Velikie Luki which

‘tant hilltops, the Russian bulletin 


did not mention any changes in 
the general situation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(4)— 
A lone Army Flying Fortress re- 
‘cently fought off 15 Japanese Zero 
fighters over the island of New 
Georgia, destroyed five of them, 
and returned safely to its base, the 
Navy announced today. 

A communique reporting this 
incident announced also that the 
auxiliary cargo ship Alchiba, a 
6,198-ton vessel taken over from 
the Moore-McCormack Lines, had 
‘been sunk in the Solomons area 
by enemy action. 

Reports reaching here indicated 


the destruction of this ship, and 
those were listed as missing. The 
skipper, Commander James Shep- 
herd Freeman, 42, of Jasper, Ala., 
was reported to have survived. 


The communique gave no details 
of the encounter between the Fly- 
ing Fortress and the squadron of 
enemy fighter planes except to say 
the big Army bomber was on a re- 
connaissance flight over New 
Georgia, in the central Solomons, 
when the enemy planes attacked. 

The destruction of the five Ze- 
roes raised Japan’s plane losses in 
the Solomons, as announced by the 
Navy here, to 631. 

Loss of the Alchiba boosted the 
total of announced United States 
ship losses in the Solomons area 
to 27 sunk, An unannounced num- 
ber of American ships have been 
damaged. The Japanese have lost 
52 sunk, four probably sunk and 
79 damaged. 

The Alchiba had a normal com- 
plement of 46 officers and men. 
She was built at the Sun Ship- 
building & Drydock Company, at 
Chester, Pa., and was delivered to 
the Maritime Commission in Sep- 
tember, 1939. She was placed in 
commission as a naval vessel on 
June 15, 1941, and Commander 
Freeman assumed command two 
months later.

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Japanese Sea Power 

Secretary of the Navy Knox has declaréd 
that the naval war of attrition in the Pacific 
has already whittled down Japanese resources 
in naval and merchant marine shipping to the 
point where her ability to supply and reinforce 
her troops of occupation in the lands she has 
temporarily conquered is becoming strained. 

Other evidences, including a radio broadcast 
fromm Tokyo itself, provide corroborative evi- 
dence for this development. All of which em- 
phasizes the fact that Japan, an island king- 
dom, must depend upon her naval and marine 
power to maintain her war of attempted con- 
quest. In reverse English, this means that, 
when the Japanese navy and merchant marine 
is driven from the seas, Japan will be, to all 
intents and purposes, conquered. 

Our Navy is doing a magnificent job in the 
Pacific arena of war. While the Japanese are 
josing more ships than they can, with their 
limited shipbuilding facilities, replace, launch- 
ings of new war vessels and cargo ships in this 
country are at such a rate that we are increas- 
ing our strength steadily. : 

The future strategy of the war with Japan 
must. consist of attempts to destroy her ship- 
ping resources as rapidly as possible, to render 
her navy powerless to oppose US. Then, step 
by step, we shall invade and hold the outpost 
territories, including the Philippines and the 
various island bases which will lead us, step by 
- step, nearer to Japan herself. 

Then, perhaps under shelter of these cap- 
tured bases or perhaps from the Chinese main- 
land, we shall launch that all-out attack by 
air and by sea which must end with our troops 
occupying Tokyo and other principal Japanese 
cities. 

If for no other reason but the psychological 
effect, we must not conclude peace with the 
defeated Japanese until after we have actually 
occupied the Japanese mainland. That is im- 
‘portant because of the belief, amounting to a 
religious faith among the Japanese, that no 
foreign foe can ever set foot upon their home- 
land. None has in thousands of years. We must 
break that tradition in order to teach the 
Japanese a lesson which they shall never, in 
the future, forget. 

Then, having occupied Japan proper, we 
can proceed to make the only acceptable form 
of peace treaty with the Japs. That is a treaty 
not negotiated, but dictated by us, the con- 
querors.

An Augusta Idea 
In so far as known, the two posts of the 
American Legion at Augusta are originators 
of a plan to help solve the farm labor shortage 
which shows signs of being adopted all over 
the nation. 


Under this idea men of the city, mostly 
white-collar workers, will be signed up as volun- 
teers who will give one day’s work each week, 
all the year around, to help out the farmers 
faced with serious lack of man power for their 
operations. These volunteers agree to do any 
job of which they are capable, as they may 
be called to do. 


Georgia was a leader last fall in supplying 
volunteer workers from the cities during crop 
harvesting times, principally as cotton pickers. 
Various cities in the state, led by Barnesville, 
declared “cotton picking holidays,” days on 
which city folks of all kinds went to the coun- 
try to help get in the cotton before it was 
weather-damaged. 


The plan originated by the L. L. Battey 
Post No. 4 and the Richmond County Post No. 
63, both of -Augusta, is an extension of this 
idea, applicable all the year ‘round. 

Undoubtedly the farmers of the nation face 
a serious labor problem. Too many farm work- 
ers have either been drafted for the armed 
services or have moved to the cities, tempted by 
reports of high wages in industrial work. The 
result is that, just when the farmers are 
called upon to raise larger crops of foodstuffs 
than ever before, just when food production 
is second only to the fighting services for the 
winning of the war, many farms are faced with 
the probability of having to reduce cultivated 
acreage because of lack of man power, 


If, by furnishing one day's work a week, the 
men of the cities can make it possible for 
farmers to plant larger acreage in food crops 
for the coming year, the contribution to the 
coming victory will be a very substantial and 
important one.

More On Italy’s Plight 

The squeeze of the war is slowly throttling 
the Italian people to death. Even without the 
morale-shattering bombing raids on the war 
industries and their cities, now under way by 
American and British air forces, that wretched 
country is in parlous state. 

Italians are allowed, today 34 ounces of 
meat per person per week. Their bread ration 
is 37 ounces and their allowance of potatoes 
is 174 ounces. Germans get more than twice 
this amount of bread, four times as much 
meat and nine times as much potatoes. Sugar 
and fat rations in Italy are only half those in 
Germany. ? 

“Whoever in Europe starves this winter,” 
said Goering, “it will not be Germans.” And 
the ruthless, selfish German Nazis hesitate not 
at all in dooming their allies, together with 
the conquered peoples, to slow starvation, in 
order that the self-proclaimed herrenvolk, the 
Germans, may eat. 

There is practically no fuel in Italy, this 
winter, to keep the civilian population warm. 
Furthermore there is no adequate clothing. 

Annual needs for clothing the Italian peo- 
ple, in normal times of peace, are 50,000 tons 
of wool. Her production, on the average, is but 
7,000 tons and, this year, there are no imports. 
She did get some, in the previous )2ars of the 
war, from North Africa. That source is now 
cut off. Italy imports all of her cotton. She 
is now getting none. 

That infamous stab in the back that Italy 
administered to France is now demanding 
payment. The tragic angle is that, while it 
was Mussolini and his gangster crew who 
were responsible for the treachery, it is all the 
people of Italy who must pay in cold and 
hunger and suffering. 

The day of retribution is here, for Italy. 
It is looming larger upon the horizon for her 
partners in crime, Germany and Japan.

DON’T CASH WAR BONDS

According to reports from Washington, a lot 
of folks are making the mistake of turning back 
their war bonds. The total in October was $40,- 
000,000, or about 5 per cent of the sales. A heavier 
turnback is expected in December, for Christmas 
buying purposes, and early in 1943 for tax-paying 
purposes. Circumstances force some of the turn- 
backs of bonds and the buyers hardly can be 
hlamed in such cases. However, the buyers are 
urged not to turn in the bonds unless it is abso- 
lutely necessary. Such a practice not only robs the 
buyer of interest accruing on the bonds, but de- 
prives him of the savings for the future that the 
bonds represent. Turning in the bonds for cash 
also defeats the purpose for which the bonds are 
issued, which is the financing of our way effort.

WASHINGTON PARADE

CRITICISM IN WARTIME WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Con- 


gressional critics who are prone 

to seize every opportunity to question the administration’s war pro- 

gram should gain some sort of lesson from the latest dressing down 
Senator Harry Byrd, of Virginia, has received at 
the hands of Mr. Roosevelt. 

It should serve as a warning to the critics to 
be more sure of the facts before sounding off 
with a lot of half-baked charges. 

Entirely too much criticism of the kind has 
been heard since we entered the war. It serves 
no useful purpose and only tends to add to the 
national confusion. Before Pearl Harbor we 
were more or less accustomed to it, accepting it 
as a natural by-product of democracy. But a 
different set of standards should prevail in war- 
times. 

There is no disposition within the adminis- 
tration to halt legitimate criticism, as the Presi- 
dent himself has several times reiterated. Often 
it may prove valuable in exposing conditions 
which otherwise might have gone unnoticed. 
Thus the work of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship of Representa- 

tive Carl Vinson, has saved the government millions of dollars in 
bringing to light some of the unconscionable profits made by manu- 
facturers on war contracts, Other congressional committees have 


performed similar service. 
WILLKIE MISTAKES _ But this is an entirely different mat- 
ter from going off half-cocked on a 
lot of critical charges without first having made some effort to 
investigate the facts. Mr. Willkie’s vitriolic attack on the State 
Department’s Vichy policy, before the landing of American troops 
in North Africa, falls in the same category. Another example was 
the international rumpus he stirred up over demands for a second 
front while we were in the midst of the African invasion prepara- 
tions. 

More recently Representative Maas, of Minnesota, the ranking 
Republican member of the House Naval Committee, sought to get 
the country all excited over silly charges that we were losing the 
war in the Pacific for lack of unity of command. At the very time 
his charges were being sent out over a nation-wide hook-up, we 
were giving the Japs the trouncing of their lives in the latest Solo- 
mons battle. 


CHARGES OF WASTE As for Senator Byrd, his present of- 

fense lies in the announcement that 
the Congressional Economy Committee, which he heads, was open- 
ing an investigation of “wasteful” government employment prac- 
tices. He said that at least a third of the government’s 2,500,000 
employes were unneeded. Throughout his statement there was the 
implication of government waste and ineptitude—none of it de- 
signed to create confidence in the war administration. 

As seems to be not at all unusual with him, the Virginia senator 
voiced his conclusions before beginning his investigation. 

President Roosevelt, at a recent press conference, answered the 
Byrd charges without calling him by name. He pointed out that 
more than 60 per cent of the government’s 2,500,000 employes, or 
some 1,500,000, were engaged direetly in war production. They are 
not occupying soft desk jobs, as most of the charges had implied. 

The President emphasized that the increased government work- 
ers complained of are turning out 90 per cent of the Garand rifles 
used by the Army and 75 per cent of the battleships now rolling 
off the ship ways. 


80,000 IN WASHINGTON Neither is Washington the sinkhole 

of iniquity for government em- 
ployes that has been charged. Only 80,000 of the 920,000 wartime 
employes added by the government, or some 12 per cent, are in 
Washington, he explained. 

Where Senator Byrd and some of the others who have harped 
on the same theme made their mistake was in jumping at a hasty 
comparison of the number of war workers now and during the last 
world conflict. The comparison shows we have more government 
workers now than then, although the present Army is about the 
same size. 

The critics did not delve deeply enough into the facts to see 
that the government is now producing directly more munitions and 
instruments of war than it was the last time. 

By the same token, the critigs might have counted as govern- 
ment employes all the worker: aircraft plants, tank plants and 
the thousands of others worfhg under war contracts 
entirely by the government.

MR. WOODWARD WRITES I do not suppose that State Au- 
ditor B. E. Thrasher Jr. ever 


expected his report to be featured in a New York newspaper, but 
it has happened. 

Mr. Stanley Woodward, the very able sports columnist of the 

: New York Herald Tribune has done a column 
on a part of Mr. Thrasher’s report wherein he 
lists the money spent by the University of Geor- 
gia and by Georgia Tech on football scholar- 
ships. 

The report showed that the University of 
Georgia spent $51,206.80 for athletic scholar- 
ships this past season and that Georgia Tech 
spent $8,470.40 less for the same period. Tech's 
figure, a little simple subtraction will show, was 
$42,736.40. 

Mr. Thrasher reported that not a cent of 
this was charged to the taxpayer but came 
from athletic fees and profits from the laun- 
dry. Mr. Thrasher is not naive. He is correct 
in that not a cent is extorted from the tax- 
payers. But he is wrong in thinking that 
laundries are that profitable. 

Most of the money comes from alumni, ac- 

tual and synthetic, who will invest a few 
thousand dollars each in their colleges’ football team just for the 
priwuilege of watching it win games. 

Mr. Woodward, writing with excellent irony, suggests that 
Georgia will get back its extra investment, over Tech, in the Rose 
Bowl profits, which will be greater than those of the Cotton Bow'l. 
He also thinks the taxpayers should be allowed to invest in the 
laundries which pay such splendid dividends. 

He concludes his column of satire with these paragraphs: 

Would it be unfair to inquire frém State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher Jr., ‘“‘What price Sinkwich” 

Judging by this operative’s work in the Alabama game, 
which was the only one we saw, we feel that he should have 
got $50,000 of the $51,206.80, but perhaps this leaves insuf- 
ficient emolument for such as the Davis boys and Poschner. 

The $42,736.40 expended in behalf of the Georgia Tech 
football team should have gone in large measure to Castle- 
berry.

HONEST FOOTBALL Now, I am not here to argue whether 

or not we have gone too far with em- 
phasis on football, which maybe we have, but I am here to say 
that the only honesty there is in college football is to be found in 
the Southeastern Conference. 

Indeed, I could go farther and say that the most honesty is in 
Georgia because I do not think any other state publishes the 
official figures of football scholarships. 

The Southeastern Conference grew weary, some 12 years ago, 
of going on with the pleasant farce which other colleges still 
carry on, 

They had been insisting on the fiction that their players were 
amateurs receiving no assistance from any other source. They even 
required, as other colleges still do, that players sign a form show- 
ing they were receiving no help. 

The faculty chairmen of athletics, most of whom taught classes, 
were forced one day to discuss the honor system and the next to 
receive a signed form from a player saying he was receiving no 
help. The player knew it was a lie and so did the chairman. 

So, one winter they just said they would legalize scholarships 
and make it all legal and above-board. They did so and the 
system has worked out splendidly. And honestly. 

There is not a university in the nation which attempts to play 
a major schedule which does not have football scholarships in one 
form or another. 

Mr. Woodward is within a few hours of half a dozen college 
football set-ups which spend more than Georgia or Georgia Tech. 
In fact I would imagine their totals are not nearly as large as 
about half the membership. 

Except for the Southeastern Conference, all other conferences 
carry on the fiction of playing students who receive no help from 
any source, It isn’t true and it isn’t honest, but it makes them 
feel better, I guess, to hide the truth. 

I like the honest system the best. 


NOT HIGH WAGES The scholarships are not within the range 
of high wages. 

They average about $40 per month. This is not usually in cash, 
but in the form of board or room rent or so on. In some inatitu- 
tions, not more than three or four, none in the south, where there 
is a good attendance record, the men do get their room, board, 
tuition and a cash payment of $40 or $40 per month. 

Alumni usually have a favorite or so and they often purchase 
the boys suits of clothes, shoes and maybe go as far as a second- 
hand car, one of those college jallopy types. 

I happen to know that the Southeastern Conference has a 
fairly uniform standard, The men get only $10 in cash per month, 
plus their room, board and tuition. The fund pays the university 
fees and so on. 

Let me say again, that I am not arguing whether er not we 
spend too much on college football, but I am arguing that candor 
is better than hypocrisy. The teams are not amateur in the literal 
sense of the word, but they possess an amateur spirit, which is 
what is important. |

One of the heroic young officers who commanded our torpedo 
boats in the Philippines was out of action when most needed be- 
cause of his own carelessness. 

In his first action he somehow scratched a finger, which be- 
came infected. He refused to take it seriously. Why look on the 
dark side? Be aman. Chin up. 

When they finally got him to a hospital, they had to cut his shirt 
off. The doctor said: “Young man, you are going to lose that arm.” 
Actually he lost nothing but the use of one finger, but the Navy 
lost the use of his skill while he was laid up. 

All human kind is divided into two classes, the optimists and 
the pessimists. Perhaps most of them are born to be that way. But 
many look on the dark side and expect the worst because they 
are depressed by ill health or because they lack courage, while 
many hope for the best and refuse to believe ugly facts because 
they are afraid to face the truth. These are the wishful thinkers 
who live in a dream world to escape reality. They are self-kidded 
optimists. 

So you see, the pessimist who sees tle dark side and the opti- 
mist who sees the bright side cannot be judged by their mental 
attitude alone, for the important thing is what makes them that way. 

Pesimism is dangerous if caused by a yellow streak, but a greater 
menace in any position of authority is the cheery optimist who 
thinks everything is lovely when it isn%. These fellows have 
brought us many dreadful losses. They never expect the worst and 
are always being caught off-guard. 

One commentator tells you everything is gloomy and another 
makes the picture bright; and in spite of anything I say, you will 
believe the one who matches your own disposition. 

But you can save yourself trouble by remembering,this: that 
neither in warfare nor in private life has anybody ever lost any- 
thing by taking sensible precaution, or gained anything by hiding 
from the unpleasant truth. 

The smart thing is not to look for the bright side or the dark 
side, but to look for the truth—the whole, bare, unbiased truth— 
and face it as it is, good or bad.

“If cotton marketing quotas are 
in effect in 1943,” an AAA official 
said yesterday, “producers who 
plant within, or unknowingly 
overplant, their cotton acreage al- 
lotments will be eligible for gov- 
ernment cotton loans on their en- 
tire crop at the rate of 90 per cent 
of parity. Producers who know- 
ingly overplant their allotments 
will be eligible for government 
loans only on their quotas, and 
then only at 60 per cent of the 


‘rate for other producers.

“If quotas are in effect, pro- 
ducers planting within their allot- 
ments can market without penalty 


‘all cotton produced in 1943. Pro- 


ducers who overplant their allot- 
ments will pay the quota penalty 
on cotton produced in excess of 
the quota.

“You can imagine how thrilled 
I am,” «id Mrs. J. Goldsmith, of 
1166 Virginia avenue, yesterday 
when she learned that her son, 
Lieutenant Jerry Goldsmith, had 
at last ended his internment in 
French North Africa. 

Lieutenant Goldsmith was one 
of the first prisoners of war re 
leased by the French under the 
agreement between General Eisen- 
hower and Admiral Darlan. Lieu- 
tenant Goldsmith had been intern- 
ed since May, when his plane, 
set off course by the magnetic 
pull of a box of tools, landed in 
Conakry by mistake. 

“T haven't heard from him since 
October, and that letter was writ- 
ten in August,” Mrs. Goldsmith 
said, “and with 4ll that fighting 
going on in North Africa, I was 
plenty worried.” 

The Associated Press dispatch 
that brought news of the lieuten- 
ant’s release said Goldsmith and 
the members of his crew all ap- 
peared well and strong, despite re- 
current attacks of malaria and — 
suffering from the heat, which at 
times during the summer reached 
130 degrees.

Senate Committee Criti- 
cizes Complex Formula 
Used by Henderson. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(/)— 
Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son defended his system of fuel 
oil rationing today after a senate 
committee had said the complex 
formula would render many homes 
“uninhabitable” in winter weather. 

Henderson addressed his re- 
marks to a press conference after 
the Senate’s Special Defense In- 
vestigating Committee had issued 
a report in which it agreed that 


fuel oil rationing was “absolutely 
essential,” but deplored the for-, 
mula for fixing the amounts to 
householders. 

OPA Formula. 

The committee said that instead 
of cutting allotments on a percent- 
age basis, the OPA decided on a 
formula for determining the 
amount of oil needed to heat a 
given number of square feet in a 
given county. 

THis formula, the committee 
said, ignored not only such weath- 
er factors as wind velocity and hu- 
midity, but also the height of ceil- 
ings and the thickness of walls in 
homes. 

Disclaiming any intention of “at- 
tacking” the senate committee, 
Henderson said that “not even 
rough justice” would have been 
done by the simple percentage cut 
plan referred to by the committee. 

Eastern Homes. 

Tests made in 1,000 eastern sea- 
board homes before rationing 
started showed that if a flat per-| 
centage cut from last year’s con-| 
sumption had been adopted, 30 per 
cent of the houses centrally heated 
by oil—or about 1,000,000 house- 
holds—would not have had enough | 
to maintain “a minimum standard | 
of health and decency,” Henderson | 
asserted. | 

Twenty per cent, or 600,000 | 
homes would have had too much | 
fuel oil, and 50 per cent would) 
have had roughly the right 
amount, but even from some of the 
latter 1,500,000, appeals and com- 
plaints would have come in to add 
to the burdens of local ration 
boards, he said. 

Henderson said that the admit- 
tedly “complicated plan” was 
chosen “because of the depth of 
the necessary cut.”

Conversation 


From a quaint newspaper of 
large circulation published in a 
great Metropolis, I learn that a 
professor of pediatrics and head 
of a hospital still believes that: 

“Chilling of the body or a por- 
tion of the body is usually respon- 
sible for the cold. What follows 
depends on the presence or ab- 
sence of streptococci, pneumoccoc- 
ci or other pathogens (anything 
that stimulates disease). In a 
household one member of a fam- 
ily after another may develop a 
cold. But there must be some oth- 
er factor than the mere presence 
of these organisms to explain 
‘catching cold.’ Actually, the cause 
is a sudden change of body tem- 
perature. The common cold is 
probably the rarest type of infec- 
tion encountered in infectious dis- 
ease hospitals where the patient 
are guarded from sudden changes 
in temperature.” 

In the same article another doc- 
tor on the faculty of a medical 
school gently dashes cold water on 
the observations of his competitor 
—colleague, I mean—by observ- 
ing: 
“Most doctors and medical 
scientists’—there’s a subtle dis- 
tinction here—‘agree that com- 
mon colds are caused by a virus. 
They are spread by contact be- 
tween the sick and the well. The 
most common way of spreading a 
cold is a sneeze or a cough. The 
disease laden droplets of saliva 
can be blown 30 feet by a healthy 
cough or sneeze. Some of the drop- 
lets dry and ride for several days 
on minute particles of dust. Those 
who breathe that dust may catch 
cold—depending on their resist- 
ance.” ne 

The professor of pediatrics is 
warm when he talks about cough 
or sneeze spray. But he shies away 
from the unpleasant truth about 
the most common way of spread- 
ing respiratory infections, call em 
what you will. The droplet or 
moisture spray given off with po- 
lite conversation, invisibly and 
impalpably fine, perhaps, but 
demonstrable in any circumstance, 
has a range of only two or three 
feet, never more than five feet, 
and that’s just far enough to get 
the unwary dupe who takes pro- 
fessors of pediatrics too seriously. 

But when the building-up-to- 
be-eminent specialist conjectures 
that “chilling” is responsible for 
a “cold” (whatever he means by 
that) and that “there must be 
some other factor than the mere 
presence of these organisms” 
(“organisms” being a professor’s 
way of saying germs), he is not 
thinking of diphtheria, scarlet 
fever, measles or any other spe- 
cific disease, but of some hypo- 
thetical, unidentified, unknown 
ailment, and _ therefore nobody 
can take issue with him. The 
professor himself doesn’t know or 
will not define what he is talking 
about. ” ae

To Make 


Your Meat 
Go Farther 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


Now that we’re sharing the meat 
with our allies, you may get the 
idea that the less of it you eat, the 
more patriotic you are. That is 
not the way it works. Our gov- 
ernment wants us all to keep fit 
and the rationing has been 
planned with our needs in mind. 


If the two and one-half pounds 
per person per week is more than 
you are accustomed to serving, it 
may be that your menus are too 
low in protein. Meat is one of 
the best sources of this highly im- 
portant nutrient and your family 
should have meat, fish or fowl 
every day. 

Many of you home-makers think 
of meat in terms of steak, chops 
and prime ribs. But in general 
you do not use nearly enough of 
the glandular organs such as liver, 
kidneys, sweetbreads, heart and 
brains, which are excellent pro- 
tein and vitamin sources. Then, 
too, there are fish and fowl. When 
one of these protein suppliers 
strains the budget,- price the 
others. Besides a meat dish of 
some kind every day, there should 
be a pint of milk for adults and a 
quart for each child, or an ounce 
of cheese in place of one glass of 
milk, and an egg. 

It is not wise or patriotic to cut 
the protein in your menus below 
the safety level. Don’t forget the 
reasons we need protein. It is es- 
sential to growth and for the re- 
pair and replacement of tissues 
used up in the process of living. 
We're not sending our armies and 
allies meat just because they like 
it! We are sending it because 
without sufficient protein their 
fighting and producing efficiency 
is impaired. That same _ thing 
holds true for your family. 


To make the best possible use| 


of the meat you buy, follow these 
rules: 

Store meat at a temperature of 
45 degrees or lower and do not 
cut or chop it until just before 
cooking. 

Save all left-over meat in a cold 
place for use in a different recipe 
another day. 

Serve at least one of the glan- 
dular organs every week. 

Spread meat when necessary by 
mixing it with such extenders as 
bread, cereal or vegetables. 

We now have a “share the meat 
program.” This meafis a_ little 
more for some, and a little less 
than others are used to, but it 
means enough for all.

This northern drive threatens 
Hitler’s legions everywhere north 
of Velikie Luki. In addition, the 
advance into the outskirts of 
Rzhev endangers Smolensk, that 
all-important German supply cen- 
ter to the west. Rzhev is its last 
big buffer. 

That the Nazis are apprehensive 
of the threat to Smolensk is obvi- 
ous. Nazi reports that the biggest 
tank battle of the winter war was 
in a “critical phase” west of Mos- 
cow indicate their concern. Other 
German radio reports that vast 
Red forces were gathering in the 
Kalinin area seem to be preparing 
the home front for bad news. 

Smolensk is the keystone of the 
German rail system that fans out 
to the northern, central and south- 
ern fronts in Russia.
